BRIGHT SPOTS AND HARDSHIPS 


IN BADGER PIONEER LIFE TOLD 


David Sayre Describes Early Days in Southern Wiscon- 


sin; Tells of First Rock County 


Thanksgiving 
/ 


The blight spots as well as the 


hardships of pioneer life are depict- 
ed by David F. Sayre, in "Early Life 
in Southern Wisconsin" in the cur- 
rent number of the Wisconsin Mag- 
azine of History, which is published 
quarterly by the State Historical 
society. 
Many parts of southern 


Wisconsin are touched -upon by the 
writer, but Rock county receives his 
particular tribute. 


Mr. Sayre tells of the annual fall 


migration of the Winnebago Indians 
from the north to Lake Koshonong-, 
of the early farming methods and 
crops, the lives of the pioneer wo- 
men, the first Thanksgiving in Rock 
county, the loyalty of the pioneers 
to Lincoln and the Union during the 
civil war, and various incidents in 
local history. 


Of. the first Thanksgiving celebra- 


tion, Mr. Sayre recounts the follow- 
ing incident: 


"The first Thanksgiving in Rock 


county ought ever to be remember- 
ed. 
Nelson Dewey was the first 


.governor of the state. 
He .was not 


supposed to be a religious man, and 
allowed his first year (1848) to go 
by without a Thanksgiving. In Ms 
second year the month of Novem- 
ber came, and -no proclamation.
